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UNITED STATES IS READY 
TO DEAL COLOMBIA BLOW 


Colombia Asked To Force Concha To Sign Canal 
Treaty--lf She Refuses United States Will Ignore 
- Rights Claimed by Colombia. 


The Colombian government has been 
asked in a curt note by the United States 
to give peremptory orders to Minister 
Concha to sign the canal treaty or to 
grant some one else authority to act in 
his place. 

No answer has been received to this re- 
quest up to the time the cabiret meeting 
ended today. If Colombia does not see 
fit to grant it, there ts a g00d possibility 
that the South American republic will be 
given a taste of roughshod American 
diplomacy.

BARS ARE PUT UP 
BY THE BRITONS 


Ports Closed Against Impor- 
tation of Cattle from New 
England. 


London, November 28.—The board of ag- 
riculture has closed the ports of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom against the importation of 
animals from Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island. The order takes effect De- 
cember 5. Cargoes arriving in the mean- 
while will be subject to specQ investi- 
gation. 

The exclusion of American cattle has 
caused a feeling almost amounting to 
consternation in the shipping and meat 
trades. Fears are expressed that the 
interdiction may be extended to imports 
from other United States ports which 
would result in a great rise in the price 
of meat, as only a few steamers have 
large refrigeration space for dead meat. 
The board of agriculture is exer “ising 
the utmost precaution. The steamer 
Sachem, which arrived in the Mersey, 
from Boston yesterday, with a cargo 
of. cattle and sheep was not allowed to 
d The animals were all scruti- 
nized by experts and no disease was 
found among them, but they will all 
be reexamined after an interval of 48 
ag me November 2%.—Dr. Samuel E. 
Bennett, inspector of the United States 
bureau of animal industry, sald: 

“The British government would close 
her ports to all our ships on Slight pre- 
text. All that they would look at is that 
there is foot and mouth diseases in the 
United States. It was only a short time 
ago that Argentine, Republic was ship- 
ping a great many cattle over to sages 
pool. Those ships were on the sea, Du 
word ‘was carried ahead of them that 
there was a cattle disease in Argentine 
Republic and when the vessels got there 
they found every British port elosed 
against them. Those ships had to put to 
sea, slaughter their cattle in mid-ocean 
and throw them overboard. The ports 
were closed to them for three years. In 
three years’ time that would: mean the 
loss of upward of 2,000,000 head of cattle 
from the ports of the United States.

EMINENT DIVINE 
DR.PARKER DEAD 


Pastor of City Temple Passes 
Peacefully Away--Had Been 
lil Several Days. 


London, November 28.—Dr. Parker, pas- 
tor of the City Temple, died this morn- 
ing. The end came peacefully. He had 
been in extremis for several days past 
and had taken no nourishment since 
Wednesday. He ratlied on Thursday 
night, giving the doctors hope that he 
might live a few days longer. He re- 
tained consciousness to the last. 

A simple white card without a black 
border hangs on the door of his resi- 
dence at Hampstead, inscribed, ‘“‘At 6 
o’clock p. m. Dr. Parker ascended.”’ 

Dr. Parker suffered from a complication 
of ailments, the most serious of which 
affected his heart and was the immediate 
cause of death. He has been affiicted 
with insomnia, not having enjoyed a nat- 
ural sleep for six weeks. His amazing 
vitality and strength of constitution led 
his friends to nope for his recovery, and 
he himself. only abandoned hope a few 
days ago. He ‘took no farewells, as he 
was unable to talk much during the past 
three days. He asked for a piece of pa- 
per and tried to write, but the words 
were illegible. During his last hours he 
took evident pleasure in the singing of 
hymns by those around his bedside.

Harrowing Details of Death 
of Her Fiance 


TWO ILLED THE’ CITY. 
ACCORDING 10 STATEMENT 


A “Mrs. G. W. Williams” Writes to 
the Savannah Morning News 
Telling Practically the 
Same Stoty—Case a 
Remarkable One. 


Miss Mamie Decris, a maiden lady of 
avout 30 years old, Who is registered at 
the Kimball house, télls a most remarka- 
ule story of a terrible runaway accident 
in Atlanta last Wednesday, in which two 
rersons, Dr. H. N. Heyward and his 
nother, Mrs. Heyward, were instantly 
killed, and in which she sustained such 
serious injuries as having her arm and 
collar bone broken, and a Mrs. G. W. 
Williams was sligh injured. 

Miss ris Story. 

At the Kimball last evening Miss De- 
Cris, on receiving a card from the repre- 
sc).tative of The Constitution, appeared 
in the course of a few monicnts in the 
parlor om the second fleor, She appeared 
in great mental] distfess, but her air was 
one of. refinement. She wore a black skirt 
ind a waist of flannel texture. Her lett 
arm was held stiff at her side and was 
encased under her sleeve in splits, which 
lact alone seemed ample verification of 
the strange and remarkable story she 
proceeded to tell. Miss DeCris is not 
pretty, but she has an attractive face. 

She stated that she was a stranger in 
the city and did not know the name of 
the street-on whieh-the accident happen- 
od, but indleated’ that ft must have taken 
place in the western part of Atlanta. 
She appeared to be in, distress and the 
representative of.ERes Constitution did ; 
not press her for G@etails, expecting to 
wet the ful] facts front the undertakers 
end the physician who attended the in- 
jured. 

Attended a Wedding. 

Miss DeCris told of having returned from 
the wedding of a Miss Lucy Cobb and a 
Dr. Hewlett hast Wednesday morning in 
a carriage in company with Dr. Heyward, 
his. mother, and Mrs. Williams. Accord- 
ing to her story they drove out to the 
western part of. the city, she supposed it 
was out Marietta street, and when some 
distance out the horses became frightened 
at a passing automobile. Dr. Heyward 
was driving, but could not manage the 
horses. When they dashed madly away 
he called to the ladies to jump for their 
lives. 

Miss DeCris says that she and Mrs. 
Williams jumped immediately, and that 
they escaped with comparatively slight 
injumes. Dr. Heyward was, she said, 
thrown out, caught’ in the wheels, and 
horribly mangled, death resulting in a 
few minutes. Mrs. Heyward, she says, 
remained longest in the carriage, and 
when thrown out was dashed with ter-: 
rific. force against the pavement and 
killed instantly. 

Miss Decris say that when she fell 
her collar bone was broken and her lieft 
arm above the elbow, and when seen 
last night held her left arm in a sling 
and apparently in splints. 

A Kimball Guest Talks. 

Another one of the Kimball's guests 
when seen later last night stated that 
he knew Miss DeCris, having sat at the 
same table with her during meal hours 
for the past eight or ten days. 

He stated that he had never heard her 
mention the accident of which she had 
told the reporter. He said that he had 
chatted with her at dinner last night, and 
if her arm or shoulder was broken she 
concealed the fact excellently, and had 
perfect use of her left arm. 

He stated that she talked tationally 
and intelligently on several topics which 
were discussed during the meal hour. 

One of the sad features of the story, 
according to Miss DeCris, was that she 
wags engaged to be married to Dr. Hey- 
ward on January 14, 1X6. She said that 
she had met Dr. Heyward in Washington 
several years ago and tha®t their friend- 
ship had soon ripened into love. Her 
heart was nearly bro&%en on account of 
the alleged death of her fiance. 

She stated that Mrs. Williams was to 
accompany the bodies of the two who 
were killed to Washington last night.

ARE FACING STARVATION 


Famine Is Spreading in Sweden and at Least 70,000 
Persons Are Hungry--They Are Eating Birch 
Bark To Stave Off Death. 


Special Cable. 

Stockholm. November 2.—Reports re- 
ceived here today state that the famine is 
spreading throughout the extreme north 
of the country. Seventy thousand: people 
ure starving or on the verge of starvation. 
Heavy and protracted rainfalls have in- 
undated the fields and meadows and fiood- 
ed many houses. 

Much of the live stock has beon isolated 
on the hills, which are barren of pasture, 
and is likely to perish. In numerous lo- 
calities the tnhabitants are killing their 
flocks and herds, and even thelr milch 
cows, or selling them at ruinous prices. 
Cows bring only $% and sheep 50 cents.

Even in districts where the famine has 
been comparatively slight the savings of 
the péople, which are derived chiefly from 
stock raising, are generally exhausted. 

Birch bark and seed grain ground to- 
gether is the common article of diet. It 
is almost impossible for the farmers to 
get work, and they cannot mortgage their 
farms, which the floods have temporarily 
rendered worthless. 

These distressing conditions are to be 
found throughout the whole stretch of 
country between the _  sixty-first and 
sixty-seventh degrees of north latitude, 
and from the gulf of Bothnia and the 
Russian border far into the interior.

Effort to Verify Story . 

The very idea that such an accident 
happening in the city limits of Atlanta 
and escaping the vigilant watchfuliness of 
three newspapers for more than two days 
was naturally received with incredulity, 
but on the strength of Miss DeCris’ state- 
ment to the representative of The Con- 
stitution a determined effort was made at 
a late hour last night to verify her ac- 
count of the occuTrrence. 

In reply to the question whether they 
had received for shipment the bodies of 
two persons ‘killed in a runaway accident 
on Wednesday every undertaking estab- 
lishment in the city stated at once thai 
they had heard of no such accident. Com- 
munication established with the police de- 
partment proved equally fruitless, while 
the coroner of the county, who Is usually 
called in all such cases, declared that he 
was in the dark and could offer no solu- 
tion for the remarkable statement made 
by Miss DeCris. 

In the meantime Savannah, Washington, 
D. C., and Montgomery newspapers rush- 
ed urgent inquiries, and wished to know 
why, if such an accident had taken place 
in Atlanta, they had not been notified of 
the detalis.

Havana, November 28.—At a_ special 
meeting of the cabinet, presided over by 
President Palma, it was unanimously de 
cided to accept the resignation of Sec- 
retary of Government Tamayo, Secre- 
tary of Instruction Yero assuming the 
duties of the vacant post until a new 
secretary is appointed. That President 
Palma did not request Tamayo to recon- 
sider his resignation was unexpected by 
the nationalist party, which hitherto has 
been in the front of Cuban politics. The 
republicans are jubilant at the practical 
remQval of the president of the nationai- 
ist party from the most important cabine:

Kelly Arrested at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, November 28.—Charles F.

He was taken 
from the western train which left New 
York about 41 o’clock by a local detec- 
tive. The arrest wags made on a fugitive 
warrant, charging Kelly with perjury 
and bribery. Kelly told the detective 
that he had been in Ireland and left Lon- 
donderty with the intention of proceed- 
ing directly for St. Louis and facing the 
charges against him. There is a reward 
of $1,700 for his arrest. 

Kelly will be arraigned tomorrow 
morning and held for requisition papers.

Berlin, November 2.—The stormy 
genes Which were enacted yesterday 
were resumed in the reichstag today, and 
at one time In the proceedings the up- 
mar reached such a pitch that Vice Presi- 
gent Buesing, who was in the chair, had 
tp resort to.a suspension of the sitting, 
gmeasure Without precedent in the reich- 
stag. 

The house was discussing the motion 
of Baron von Kardoff, representing the 
majority party, to vote the second read- 
ing of the tariff bill as a whole without 
4 paragraph discussion, as contemplated 
by the rules. The minority thus would 
be unable to delay the final vote for any 
length of time, and were furiously in- 
dignant at what they called a ‘‘parlia- 
mentary coup d’etat’’ and the complete 
guppression of the rights of the minor- 
ity. 

After a quiet afternoon Dr. Bachem, 
enter party, took the tribune and de- 
scribing the dilatory tactics of the oppo- 
dtion, said that the FreisSinnige Vereini- 
gung and the moderate radicals were do- 
ing hod carriers’ service for the socialists, 
adding: “If you only knew what has 

yecently Been said about this alliance’— 
Herr Bachem left the sentence unfinished 

and the socialists shouted, “Out with it! 
Name your man!’’ 

The socialists, Stadthagen, Ulrich, Bau- 
det and other members of the party 
rushed up the steps of the speaker's

The speaker was 
twice called to order, but after some 
minutes of disorder Vice President Rue- 
sing succeeded in quieting the uproar suf- 
ficiently to say: ‘‘No member can be 
compelled to say what he does not want 
to say.” 

Thereupon the tumult was renewed and 
the members of the socialist party again 
stormed the president's tribune, wildly 
shouting. Some among them addressed 
Herr Bachem, “You rascal, you dog!’’ 

Vice President Buesing finally finding 
himself powerless, suspended the sessioa 
for half an hour. 

Upon the resumption of the sitting at 
7 o'clock, Vice President Buesing ex- 
pressed his profound regret at ‘“‘the out- 
rageous scenes of disorder which have 4 
occurred in the reichstag for the first 
time in its history.”” He admonished the 
members to exercise a control over 
themselves, and asked them to vacate 
the space in front of the _ president's 
chair, including the tribune steps, which 
were thickly crowded. Herr Bachem 
then attenipted to resume his speech, but 
the socialists raised such an uproar that 
he had to discontinue. Herr Singer then 
took the floor and said that Herr-Bachem 
had insulted most deeply the _ socialist 
party. He had struck, continued the 
speaker, from an ambush,. and he should 
name the man to whom he had alluded. 
Herr Bachem replied that after such 
treatment he would decline to do so.

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Venezuela President Is. Trying 
To Avert Demonstration by 
Germany and England 


SECRET AGENTS SENT 
TO RELIEVE THE CRISIS 


These Agents Have Proposed Settle- 
ment to the Foreigners, Which 
Will Be Referred to the 
United States for Its 
Approval. 


Lendon, November 28—The Associated 
Press learns that important steps were 
taken in London today with a view to 
satisfying all the financial and diplomatic 
Claims by foreign powers and _  0»bond 
holders against Venezuela. It is main- 
tained that if the contemplated action 
meets with approval, Germany and Great 
Britain will have no cause to take the 
vigorous steps now contemplated. The 
details of the suggested settlement have 
not been communicated to the European 
governments as yet. Thelr gist first will 
be made known to the United States gov- 
ernment, probably tomorrow. ‘The me- 
dium of such communication is one of 
the most important Anglo-American 
bankers. Venezuela's propositions were 
mentioned to Ambassador Choate today, 
but pending the result of the direct rep- 
resentations at Washington no action will 
be taken by the embassy toward suggest- 
ing that Venezuela be given time to sub- 
mit her proposition. 

The new development in the crisis, 
which is regarded as hourly growing 
more serious, is due to the arrival in 
Europe of a secret delegation from the 
Venezuelan government empovvered to 
deal with the outstanding liabilities of 
that republic. Until a suitable plag could 
be arranged it was considered inadvisa- 
ble to communicate with the foreign min- 
isters at Caracas with whom relations 
have become so strained. Such a plan 
has now, in the belicf of the delegation, 
been arrived at and unofficially, through 
the Anglo-American banker, the attitude 
of the United States will be ascertained. 
Besides the state department will be put 
in a position to be able to judge of the 
value of Venezuela's offer and her good 
faith in the matter. 


® The details of the plan which will be 


communicated to the state department 
are carefully guarded, but tne Associated 
Press is in a position to announce that 
the main feature is a unification of all 
the outstanding government and govern- 
ment-guaranteed loans upon a basis of 
security much greater than has been hith- 
erto offered. It is strenuously denied 
that the present movement is- due to any 
desire on the part of Venezuela “to spar 
for time’’ with Great Britain and Ger- 
many, and in proof of this it is pointed 
out that the secret mission left Ven- 
ezuela before her relations with Great 
Britain and Germany had assumed the 
present acute aspect. 

Should the United States government 
give its moral support the plan will be 
submitted to American bankers. The 
Venezuelan delegation believes that it is 
not too late to stcure the necessary fa- 
cilities from Europe to bring about a set- 
tlement satisfactory to all parties con- 
cerned.

Richmond, Va., November 28.—The case 
brought by John 8S. Wise, on behalf of 
certain colored complainants, to restrain 
the state board of canvassers from is- 
suing certificates of election to the mem- 
bers of congress elected in the last con- 
gressional election, and invalidate the 
new Virginia constitution, was called in 
the United States circuit court at 3:30 
o’clock this afternoon, Chief Justice 
Fuller presiding, and Judge Waddili sit- 


ting with -him, 
Attorney General Anderson and Mr. 
F'rank Christian represent the common- 


wealth. 

Mr. Wise opened for the complainants, 
and was still speaking when court ad- 
journed for supper. 

Up to that time the trend of the chief 
justice’s queries to counsel was against 
Mr. Wise. The latter’s contention that 
the constitution was vitiated by the re- 
fusal of the members of the convention 
to take the oath led the chief justice to 
ask if the convention was not a conven- 
tion de facto. To the argument that com- 
plainants were without remedy as to cer- 
tain matters, the chief justice asked if 
Virginia did not have a supreme court. 

Mr. Wise restmed his argument after 
supper, and one of his main contentions 
was that the convention had no power 
to proclaim the constitution. 

At the conclusion of his argument, Mr, 
Christian began his reply for the com- 
monwealth. Mr. Christian devoted him- 
self largely to the question of right of

Shoots Woman and Leaps 
to Death. 


New York, November 28.—Believing the 
shot from his revolver had killed Mrs. 
Julia Gerber, who refused to elope with 
him, Max Sukawatsky, an Austrian, 
leaped through the window of her apart- 
ments in Bast Seventy-fourth street. He 
fell -several stories to the sidewalk and 
was killed instantly. 

Before jumping to his death the man 
shot the young woman through the arm 
and shoulder. The weapon used was a 
large caliber duelling pistol of fine make. 
The Austrian had made violent love. to 
Mrs. Gerber and about two months “ago 
was arrested for threatening her life. 
This did not check his advances, how- 
ever, and while the woman and her 
sister were sitting together he burst into 
the room. After pleading that she elope 
with him to Austria and receiving a re- 
fusal, he drew his pistol and fired one 
shot. The woman fell in a swoon. 

Thinking he had killed her, the Aus- 
trian rushed to the window, and, before 
the wounded woman’s frightened sister 
could check him, jumped into the street. 
Crowds of masqueraders were passing 
when the man fell and much excitement 
prevailed for a time. Mrs. Gerber will 
probably recover.

FROST KILLS 
NEW COTTON 


Killing Frosts Visit Entire 
Cotton Belt—Will Be No 
Top Crop, 


According to reports received .at the 
Office of the local weather bureau, the 
killing frosts, which viatted the cotton 
belt Wednesday and Thursday nights, 
entirely killed the new or top crop of 
cotton, settling the cotton crop for this 
season” 

An extensive new crop was in course of 
development and manipulators had figured 
on this offsetting, in a measure, the short 
regular crop. It is stated that it was 
counted on to such an extent that it had 
‘affected the market. The crop had not 
matured, however, and the frosts put an 
end to the speculation that it might 
rield. 

Weather Forecaster J. B. Marbury ‘stat- 
ed yésterday afternoon that the maturing 
of the top crop would have been very 
unusual. He says that in order to do so 
it would have had to remain free of frost 
until after December. The top crop was 
held back this season by the abnormally 
dry weather during the summer months 
and did not develop until in September. 
With favorable conditions it usually de- 
velops in August. 

The frost of Wednesday night covered 
the western half of the cotton belt and 
the frost of Thursday night lay over the 
eastern half, with the exception of that 
portion immediately along the gulf coast. 
The indications yesterday were that an- 
other heavy frost will visit this section 
this morning. , 

The prediction of the weather bureau 
is for fair and warmer weather today. 
The lowest temperature yesterday was 
26.9 degrees, recorded yesterday morning 
about 5 o’clock. The average temperature 
yesterday was lower. than on the day 
previous, but the cold was not as intense, 
owing to the fact that the wind had sub- 
sided. It is probable that the present 
cold snap will have practicaliy vanished 
within a short time. 

Forecaster Marbury states that the cold 
weather is not unusual for this time of 
year, as nearly every year for the past 
twenty-five has shown as cold or colder 
weather earlier in the month. Last year 
the thermometer registered % degrees on 
November 17.

The Crease of the Army Hat. 

It may seem a small matter to the 
uninitiated that the inspector general 
of the United States army should give 
the considerable attention that he 
does in his annual report to the fash- 
ion in which the soldiers crease their 
campaign hats. Yet this is one of the 
matters of important detail which 
bave come into the conduct of the 
United States army by reason of our 
acquisition of tropical countries and 
the necessity of keeping in them large 
garrisons of troops. Other countries 
similarly situated have also had to 
deal with this :mportant matter of a 
proper headgear for their soldiers 
serving in Africa, India and elsewhere. 

The American campaign hat has be- 
come a distinctive feature of the uni- 
form of the American soldier. It has 
teen seen now by the eyes of many 
nations as it has circumnavigated the 
globe to and from the Philippines and 
it was used in sight of the troops of 
citer nations in the campaign in 
China. Strange as it may seem, this 
drab contraption of wool and felt, but 
more generally of shoddy, has proven 
itself the best campaign hat for gen- 
eral use that is used by any army in 
the world. It is better than the cork 
helmets and perforated caps used by 
the English in the Soudan and in 
India. 

But the manner of wearing the hat 
may be such as to modify its value to 
the soldier very much. The crease in 
the top of the hat is found to be es- 
recially objectionable because it les- 
sens the air space above the head and 
because it retains water when worn 
in the rain. These objections in trop- 
ical climates have been found of vital 
llmiportance and, therefore, the inspec- 
tor general is wisely moved to recom- 
mend a regulation that will make uni- 
fcrm the manner of wearing the cam- 
paign hat. 

Another reason that is as important 
as the other two is that such a regu- 
I7tion will prevent the drawing of the 
campaign hat into such grotesque and 
cic¢wnish forms as were seen upon the 
heads of the soldiers during the Span- 
ish-American war. Even Colonel 
Roosevelt himself was not guiltless of 
deforming the natural shape of his hat, 
and the portrait of himself which it is 
suid he esteems the highest is that 
which shows him in his kahki uniform 
and with the brim of his hat cocked up 
or the left side like that of a Dakota 
cow-puncher. 

Under all the circumstances it 
seems advisable both for theScomfort 
a1.d the looks of the army that the reg- 
ulations of the inspector general 
ehould not be laughed out of court as 
unimportant, but treated seriously.

Competition for the Meat Trust. 
South America, with her rankly 
grassed pampas, is the ideal free cattle 
range, and lack of Latin enterprise is 
chiefly responsible for Argentina’s fail- 
ure heretofore to bring the United 
States packing combine to a close com- 
petition level in the European mar- 
kets. The failure of the South Amer- 
ican cattle king to “mix things” with 
his North American competitor in the 
vorld’s meat market is not so much 
because he does not raise enough 
steers as because he has long been un- 
fortunate in finding packers who know 
hcw to prepare beef for safe export. 
The meat was loaded aboard ship in 
crude methods of cold storage, with 
the result that it spoiled en route or 
errived at its destination in a condi- 
tion inferior to the United States 
product. This defective packing and 
preservation gave the latter every ad- 
vantage of sale, and the cattle indus- 
try in South America has been but par- 
tially developed in consequence. 
English and German capitalists, see- 
ing the fine opportunity afforded in the 
Argentine republic for packing house 
development, have gone there and ac- 
ccmplished what the native packers 
were unable to do. They have copied 
the American methods of refrigeration 
s0 perfectly that now shiploads of 
rampas beef are going to European 
rcrts in prime condition and being 
sold in the European markets at a 
slightly lower figure than the North 
American article. The European con- 
fumers are delighted and exultingly 
declare that “the strength of the 
yankee beef ring has been broken.” 
The meat consuming public of the 
United States would hail the advent 
of the new beef Richmond in the com- 
petitive field with equal acclaim, op- 
pressed gs they still are with illogical- 
ly high prices, but for the fact that the 
domestic beef trust is given license 
io pluck them ad infinitum by the 
“prosperity”’-promoting tariff. While 
the Europeans are contentedly munch- 
iug liberal slices of pampas beef, 
Americans will continue to tax their 
molars on abridged and costly speci- 
mens of the trust pack, and they can 
thank their stars if they are not sub- 
jected to another squeeze to offset any 
shrinkage in the export meat trade. 
American trusts which encounter keen 
competition abroad have a habit of 
reeting it at the expense of the home 
consumer, and doubtless the packing 
Louse combine will de the same thing, 
so long as it is intrenched in its baron- 
ial tariff castle. Nevertheless, the Eu- 
ropeans are to be congratulated upon 
Their deliverance, and as for the South 
American packing industry, may its 
a1uti-monopoly tribe increase!

The low price of silver bullion in 
London is affording the gold standard 
O7gans a great opportunity to point 
the finger of‘scorn at the once lively 
edvocates of free silver coinage and 
to throw fresh wads of mud at Mr.

The facts in the case are simple 
encugh. Silver has almost éntirely 
pessed from the use by nations as a 
primary money and only that amount 
of it is now merchantable that will 
supply losses from subsidiary coinages 
and meet the demand of trade. Just 
row there is an overproduction of sil- 
ver. The amount of bullion on the 
market so exceeds the demand that 
the famous “law of supply and de- 
mand” has knocked down the price to 
present figures. And that is not an 
unusual happening to mere commddi- 
ties. 

A few years ago the supply of corn 
in the west was so much greater than 
the demand for it in this country and 
Europe that even 10 cents a bushel 
could not be had for it at the western 
elevators. So corn became a drug on 
the market and was turned into fuel 


Yor the fireplace and the furnace! 


Tie south has sometimes produced 
wore cotton than was actually de- 
nanded and the southern planter who 
planned to get 10 cents per pound for 
it was compelled to take 5 cents, and 
lcst money from having raised the 
scuff! 

Silver having been demonetized and 
put upon the basis of a mere metallic 
commodity takes its chances as such 
and the price will always, under such 
corditions, be subject to the limited 
cemand for it so created. 

We imagine that if a way could be 
fcund and operated -to defoodize the 
codfish there would be a siump in the 
price of that mephitic species of the 
ici:thyological kingdom that would 
make Gloucester wail and Boston 
Suvsh its teeth!

Editor Constitution: I have waited, with no 
small degree of patience, foe some one, better 
qualified than myself, te espouse the cause of 
the “equestrian rights’'.of our community, 
who would eeek the abatement of certain un- 
necessary avile cnd nuisances, perpetrated by 
the street railway company, that seriously 
affect, and dangeérousty menace, the rights of 
those who ride and drive horses, or travel by 
Vehicle, over several of the most prominnet 
thoroughfares of our city. It is not only an 
unwarranted annoyance, but ts an eternal 
menace to the property and iives of those 
citizens in question. 

The first of the nuisances referred to is that 
of the ‘‘searchlight headlight,”"’ in use upon 4 
certain percentage of the cars operated over 
many of the narrow and most crowded thor- 
oughfares. The employment of these lights, in 
connections with such conditions, may be ‘‘fun 
for the monkey, but it is death to the cat.”’ 

The strength of the objections to the use of 
there lights can scarcely be fully appreciated 
by any but those who have experienced the 
difficulties and dangers arising out of the 
blinding effect of their intense rays. 

Peachtree street road, as far out as Brook- 
wood, offers the best illustration in point, and 
no one who rides or drives this thorough- 
fare has failed to pote the nuisance, althvugh 
they may not have fully appreciatea the ele- 
ment of danger. Certain it ts, however, that it 
is @ matter of frequent “discussion among 
those who are directly under its influence. 

The angle of reflection used in the construc- 
tion of the reflectors for these lights is upon & 
long radivs, whereby the intense rays are con- 
centrated or focussed upon a small field, and 
are projected to a great distance—the dis- 
tance and radiation being governed by the 
construction of the reflectors, ani the candie 
power of the lights employed. These rays of 
light being fccussed entirely to the front, and 
traveling in a straight line, afford but little 
diffusion, and the density of the shadow Is in 
proportion to the intensity of the shaft of 
Night. 

If the etreet in question was perfectly 
straight, and the gradients absolutely uni 
form, the light would be projected~--barring 
certain irregularities contingent upon the 
shifting of the point—etraight along the mid- 
die of the track, but, as Peachtree street Is 
crooxed, much curved in direction, and muck 
broken in gradients, the projections of these 
lights are, first, to one side or to the other 
and, next, up into the cky or down upon the 
track in front of the car. 

Along thie particular and thickly crowded 
thoroughfare there are many long stretches 
where the horse and driver must face these 
lights, and, becoming practically blinded by, 
first, the direct rays of the intense light and 
next, unable to see at all into the following 
and consequent dense shadow, fey must sub- 
mit their safety to the grace of God alone— 
unaided by the natural senses given them for 
their protection—and plunge on into eith¢r 
open and unseen space or into collision and 
wreck, as chance may direc:. 

Any counter argument to the effect that 
these lights are more safe, because the motor- 
man can see further and better, is neither true 
nomto the roint. In the first place, the 
density of the shadow, outside of the direct 
rays of the Mght, renders it impracticable for 
the motorman to see objects at all distinctly 
traveling within it, and, secondly we submit 
that it ia scarcely ccnsistent with the rights 
of the American citizen that he should be 
required to turn over the safe keeping of his 
person and property into the hands of a second 
or third party, who has no personal interest 
in either. 

If I were to drive my horse through this 
street, at one hak the ‘speed frequently at- 
‘tained by these cars I would be arrested for 
‘‘reckiess driving,’’ and yet my horse is, at 
all times, more entirely within my control, 
and can be stopped within a much shorter dis- 
tamee, than is the case with a car running at 
equal speed, consequently: 

Except where extreme speed can be em- 
ployed, without undue percentage of menace 
and danger to human life and property, 4 
well-diffused light—of reasonable candle power 
—is not only more safe, but is in very much 
better keeping with that principle of ‘‘ecual 
rights for all, and special privileges for none.’’ 

Far into the afternoon and evening this 
thoroughfare is crowded to about ite utmost 
capacity with valuable horses, carriages and 
human JAives. 

It would be the quintessence of ‘‘criminal 
negligence’’ should the loss of valuable life 
or property result from the use of a danger- 
ous class of light, unwarranted by the facts 
in the cage as applied to the question of a 
safe rate of speed for the efficient service of 
the street in question. 

There is no city In the country, of thé mag- 
nitude or commercial impo;tahce of ours, that 
has so entirely given up the use of its thor- 
ougiifares to street railways. The unwarranted 
abuse of such unrestricted franchises cannot 
but raise up an entirely justifiable antagonism, 
from the best elements of our citizenship, that 
must militate, sooner or later, to the séroius 
detriment of the property interests of the 
transportation line that would seek to ignore 
the rights of such an elemefit. Yours truly,

GERMAN TARIFF MEASURE. 


Details of Compromise Said To Have 
Been Arranged. 


Berlin, November 28.—The compromise 
on the tariff bill, said. to have been 
agreed upon November 25 at a conference 
held between Chancellor Von Buelow and 
the leaders of the majority parties in the 
reichstag, is, according to The Germania, 
generally accepted as correct, and is as 
follows: 

The minimum duty of malting barley is 
raised to $1; the minimum duty on cattle 
and meat is abandoned under conditions 
to be hereafter announced, and certain 
duties on manufactures are reduced. The 
motion of the members of the center par- 
ty applying to the surplus derived from 
the duties on food stuffs to the insurance 
fund for widows and orphans and the 
abolition of the urban octroi duties were 
agreed to. Apart from these the most 
noteworthy point is that the increase in 
duties decided on by the tariff committees 
shall be the basis o the next genera] 
tariff.

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State. School for the Deaf at Cave 

Spring, Hon. Pleasant A. Stovall, of 
Chatham, made some pointed and inter- 
esting remarks yesterday touching need- 
€d reforms in the pension system. 

Mr. Stovall said that Chatham county 
was not here asking an appropriation 
for any pet institution. Chatham paid 
her share, and it was a very large share 
of the taxes of the state, but he did not 
telieve that the people of Chatham would 
sympathize with this effort to cripple 
the institutions of Georgia. It was the 
history of most every institution of the 
day that its expenses were increasing 
because the demands upon it were great- 
er. But this must be expected. 

“Ours is a growing state,’ he said, “and 
new classes of property are being found 
e@i assessed. It is too late for Georgia 
to refuse appropriations to the unfor- 
tunate. Oglethorpe founded a colony 
upon the principle of benevolence and the 
state cannot at this late day refuse to 
take care of the afflicted, or to hamper 
them while they are being trained for an 
unequa! race in life.”’ 

Mr. Stovall said he could not see his 
way clear to cut the amount of $27,500 
to the school for the deaf. 

“There ig one item which has been 
growing larger and larger every year 
until it is slowly reaching the million 
dollar mark,” Mr. Stovall said. “I re- 
fer to pensions. When the constitutional 
convention of 1877 adjourned, Robert 
Toombs boasted that he had ‘locked the 
treasury door and put the key in the 
pockets pf the people.’ The pension pol- 
icy, however, has grown to enormous 
proportions, until we are now told on 
this floor that the state is face to face 
with bankruptcy; therefore we must 
starve the state institutions. I believe 
it is time that the pension policy should 
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be changed, or the people understand 


that 1f they maintain it, the tax rate 
cannot be kept down. Let the issue g0 
before the public in a clear-cut way, that 
if Georgia is to continue the indiscrimi- 
nate policy of pensions, the tax rate 
will have to be raised to do it, or 
the institutions of the state will have 
to suffer. Georgia is paying more 
pensions than all the southern 
states together. It may be that the peo- 
ple are in favor of paying all these pen- 
sions. Bet they must understand that if 
they do so, taxes cannot be lowered.” 
Mr. Stovall believed that pensions 

shonld be placed upon an indigent basis. 
The original idea of pensions‘ was that 
a man who was paid such a bounty had 
been so maimed or disabled in the service 
of his country that he was unable to 
make a living for himself. Let the issué 
go before the people, he said, and if 
pensions are to be kept up, the tax rate 
will have to be increased. The alter- 
native of starving the state institutions 
was not a happy one. 

Said They Were Not Absent. 

HEN the house met yesterday morn- 

ing half a dozen or more members 
addressed the speaker and entered a pro- 
test against having been published in 
an afternoon paper as being absent from 
Wednesday’s session. Some of them 
stated they came in the Rouse just after

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SENATE I$ WELLUP 


ON ITS BUSINESS 


Many Measures, from Both Houses, 
Are Ready for Passage. 


OFFICERS WERE COMMENDED 


Committee Reported That Affairs in 
Treasury Department and Comp- 
troller General’s Office Were 
in Excellent Con ition. 
Skelton Presided. 


The greater part of the session of the 
senate yesterday was consumed with the 
reading of house bills for a first and sec- 


j ond time in order that these measures 


might be finally disposed of at the earliest 
possible moment. All the senate bills up 
for @ second reading were given a read- 
ing and were referred back to their appro- 
priate committees for further consider- 
ation and report, 

The senate is now well up on its work 
and the coming week will doubtless be 
an extreme busy one in the upper house. 
A large batch of bills—both of the house 
and senate—will be put upon their passage 
Monday or Tuesday, ahd the indications 
are that interesting discussions will be 
indulged ‘in as some of the important 
general measures are finally acted upon. 

During the session the committee on 
military affairs reported upon the bill 
to reorganize the military forces of the 
state and recommended that the measure 
be passed with one or two amendments. 
The members from the senate of the joint 
committee recently appointed to investi- 
gate the books in the offices of the state 
treasurer and comptroller general, sub- 
mitted a report through the chairman, 
Senator Christlfe. 


Commended Officers’ Work. 

The report was signed by Senators 
Christie, Comas and Duncan, of the 
thirty-sixth district, and was to the ef- 
fect that, after a careful examination of 
the books and vouches in each of the 
offices, the condition of affairs had been 
found to be excellent. The committee 
commended State Treasurer Park, Comp- 
troller General Wright and their assist- 
ants for the splendid manner in which 
the books in the several departments 
had been kept. 

Shortly after the senate met, President 
Howell called Senator Skelton, of the 
thirty-first district, to the chair, and he 
presided during the remainder of the 
session. When adjournment was taken 
and Senator Skelton came down on the 
floor to bow his acknOwledgments to the 
senators, according to the usual custom, 
he was heartily applauded. He presided 
with ease and gave a direction .to the 
business of the session which admitted of 
no unnecessary delay. 

A sealed communication was received 
from the governor and was read in ex- 
ecutive session. The message, which was 
brought in by Major Emmett Irvin, of 
the executive department, will remain on 
the table until Monday’s session, when it 
will be acted upon in the usual executive 
session. Only one senate bill has been 
returned to the upper house as having 
been passed by the house. This is a meas- 
ure by Senator Gordon Lee to incorporate 
a town in one of the counties of the dis- 
trict which he represents. 

Three néw bills were introduced in the 
senate and were referred to appropriate 
committees for consideration. Imme- 
diately after adjomunmment' the finance 
committee held a meeting in the 
messenger’s room and made a favorable 
report on the joint resolution by Senator 
Perry, of the thirty-third district, call- 
ing upon the state’s representatives in 
congress to use tneir best efforts to se- 
cure a refund of nearly $6,000, which was 
paid to the members of two companies of 
Georgia troops in 1838 who cooperated 
with the government forces to transfer 
the Caerokee Indians from north Georgia 
to their reservation beyond the Missis- 
sippi river. 

The membcrs of the upper house will 
meet at noon on Monday.

Appropriations Bill Causes Warm De- 
bate—Disposition Is Shown To 
Keep Expenses Within the 
State’s Income. 


The house got well into the fight on the 
feneral appropriations bill yesterday, 
holding morning and afternoon sessions, 
and adjourning justa action was taken 
on the appropriation to the state sani- 
tarium until 9 o’clock this morning, when 
the work will be continued. 

After a warm debate lasting nearly two 
hours the state sanitarium. was given 
$310,000, an increase of $20,000 over last 
year’s appropriation, but $20,000 less than 
was asked on the ground of absolute ne- 
cessity. 5; 

A similar debate was had over the $2,500 
increase to the School for the Deaf, on the 
theory that all the appropriations should 
be, reduced, but thaé increase was finally 
given, the total appropriation Deing 
$27,500. 

The number of house pages was cut 
from seven to six, and the senate was 
given only three instead of four pages. 
S@ne eight or ten assistant doorkeepers 
were lopped off. 

It was provided that the salary of the 
superintendent of the state sanitarium 
should come out of the appropriation for 
the maintenance of that institution. 

The foregoing were the most important 
changes made in the bill. When the house 
meets this morning the first matter to 
be taken up will be t®e appropriation of 
$22,500 to the state university. 


The First Warm Debate. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, was called to 
the chair to preside over the committee 
of the whole when the appropriations bill 
was taken up, the law requiring that all 
bills making appropriations sali be con- 
sidered and reported upon by the commit- 
tee of the whole house. CNairman 5Sla- 
ton gave notice he would insist on the 
preservation of order during the consider- 


ation of the bill. 

The bill was first read through and then 
taken up section by section. An amend- 
ment by Mr. Carrington, of Madison, to 
cut the amount appropriated for salaries 
of the secretaries and clerks of the exec- 
utive department from $6,000 to %,000 was 
ruled out of order on the ground that 
this appropriation was fixed by law. 

The first debate came up on an amend- 
ment by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, that the sal- 
ary of $2,500 to the resident physician of 
the state sanitarium should come from the 
amount appropriated for the support and 
maintenance of that institution. 

Mr. Howard, of Baldwin, was immedi- 
ately on his feet in opposition. He de- 
clared there was nvt sufficient money 
given now to support. the unfortunates 
in the state asylum. 

Mr. Hall said he was surprised, that 
every effort to save some money from this 
source should so excite the ire of his 
friend from Baldwin. He thought too 
much money was being spent now on the 
state sanitarium. The salary of the su- 
perintendent was a part of the expenses 
of that institution and ought to come 
out of its maintenance fund, he declared.

$75,000 for Alleged In- 
juries, 


Mrs. Julia A. Astro, of Ohio, through | 


her attorneys, Arnold & Arnold, yester- 
day filed suit in the United States dis- 
trict court against the Keely Company 
and the owners of the butiding occupied 
by that company for sums aggregating 
$75,000. 

Three suits were filed, one against J. 
Pope Jones, of Coweta county, and Anne 
V. Callaway, of Bibb county, owners of 
half the lot on which the building stands 
and joint owners of the building; one 


against E. C. Jones, Sallie Maude Jones, 
Lamar Jones, of Fulton county; Walter 
Jones, of Walton county; J. Pope Jones, 
of Coweta county, and Anne V. Calla- 
way, of Bibb county, owners of the other 
half of the lot and also joint owners of 
the building; and one against the Keely 
Company and R. E. O’Donnelly, F. 8. 
Ellis and John Morris, the owners of the 
business, individually. Wach suit is for 
$25,000. 

In her petition Mrs. Astro states that 
while in the Keely Company’s store on 
June 4 she was seriously injured by fall- 
ing plastering. She alleges that the fall 
of the plastering was caused by negli- 
gence on the part of the owners of the 
building and its tenants. 

The petitions set forth that at that 
time repairs were being conducted on 
the bullding, and it Is claimed that no 
steps were taken to prevent customers 
from being injured by falling timbers 
or from any danger which might result 
from the negligence of employees. 

Mrs. Astro further alleges that since 


the day of the accident she has been , 


continually bedridden; that she was in- 
jured in many ways; that as the result 
of the accident she was forced to undergo 
an operation which endangered her life; 
that her expenses for medical and hos- 
pital attenticr will.1each $1,000; that she 
will be a confirmed invalid for the rest 
of her fe, and that whereas she former- 
ly earned her living she is now deprived 
of any means of self-support. For these 
reasons she asks damages to the amount 
named.

Effort Made To Prevent Amend- 
ment of “Bond Bil, 


Education Hoard Asked To Accept 
Extra Appropriation of $50,000 
Next Year in Lieu of Bond 
Issue for Defeat of 
Bond Bill. 


Advocates of the $800,000 bond issue bill, 
providing for the improvement of the 
water works and sewerage systems, are 
manifesting opposition to the proposition 
of the board of education to amend the 
bill so as to give the people authority 
to vote also on a $100,000 bond issue for 
the improvement of the public school 
System. 

Efforts are being made to prevent the 
récall of the bill from the governor by 
the senate and at the same time nego- 
tlations have been opened with the board 
of education to induce it to accept an 
additional appropriation of $50,000 from 
the city next year in lieu of the bond 
issue. Those opposing the school bond 
issue declare that they fear such an 
amendment would mean the defeat of the. 
$800,000 bill. 

Mayor Mims yesterday held a confer- 
ence with President Hoke Smith, of the 


board of education, and also with Com- | 


missioner L. Z. Rosser, in an endeavor to 
effect some settlement of the 
without the necessity of reopening the 
bill in the legislature. 

At the request of the mayor the city 
attorney also wrote a letter of protest to 
Senator Clark Howell in regard to the 
proposed amendment. 

Mayor Mims stated yesterday after- 
noon that if the $800,000 bond issue carries 
before the people the appropriation of 
the water works department can be so 
regulated next year as to leave a surplus 
of $50,000 ror the erection of new school 
buildings. This is the proposition sub- 
mitted to Messrs, Smith and Rosser yes- 
terday.

Mr. Reid said he would be willing to 
vote for all the appropriations to the 
state’s institutions if he knew where the 
money were coming from to pay them.

Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, spoke warm- 
ly in opposition to Mr, Reid’s views.

School for Deaf Wins. 

When the house resumed its session at 
3 o'clock Mr. Blackburn continued speak- 
ing in favor of the appropriation for the 
school for the deaf. He was followed by 
Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, who made a 
strong appeal for the adoption of the 

mendment. Mr. Stovall declared the 
state could not hope to save in the end 
by a niggardly policy with its institu- 
tions.

When the section giving the state sani- 
tarium $330,000, an increase of $40,000 over 
bast year, was reachai, Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
opposed it on the ground of extravagance. 
He thought there were too many em- 
ployees and too many expenses in con- 
ducting the sanitarium. There were pa- 
tients in the institution who ought not to 
be there. He also appealed for a reduc- 
tion on the ground of the condition of the 
state treasury. 

Mr. Reid, of Campbell, proposed to 
amend by making the amount $320,000, 
and Messrs Steed and I°is.., of <arroll, 
proposed to make the amount $310,000.

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THAT WRECK ON THE BIG FOUR. 


Only Three Passengers Were Seri- 
ously Injured. 

Indianapolis, Ind., November 28.—Pas- 
senger train 43, the St. Louis flyer on the 
Big Four, was wrecked at 1:30 this morn- 
ing on a high embankment a haif miie 
west of Avon, Hendricks county. Three 
passengers were seriously injured and a 
dozen or more were slightly hurt, but 
none fatally. The train was running at 
high speed and struck a broken rail. The 
engine and two mail cars passed over 
it safely, but the other cars left the 
track. Among those hurt was George 
brand, of Norfolk, Va., who was siightly 
injured. 

The train was delayed until 6 o’clock a. 
m., until a new train was made up, and 
the run to St. Louis was resumed. The 
train was running at a high rate of speed, 
33 miles beyond the scene of the first 
wreck, when it ran into an open switch 
at Carbon. The front trucks of the en- 
gine left the track and another disaster 
was caused. No one was hurt in the 
second wreck. 


OLD BANK OF AMERICUS CASE. 


After Years of Litigation It Is Final- 
ly Disposed Of. 

Americus, Ga., ‘November 2.—(Special.) 
In Sumter superior court today Judge 
William B. Butt presiding, the old Bank 
of Americus receivership case was finally 
disposed of in the distribution of remain- 
ing assets among preferred creditors, 
principally in New York and the east, 
though others here shared in the distri- 
bution. 

The Bank of Americus, capitalized at 
$150,000, failed ten years ago and its af- 
fairs have since been in Htigation. The 
depositors received little or nothing, the 
available assets going to preferred cred- 
itors as stated. The Bank of Americus 
was to an extent associated with the old 
Americus Investment Company, which 
failed for a million dollars “about the 
same time, the collapse being the most 
gigantic ever known in southwestern 
Georgia and sweeping away the property 
of hundreds of people here and elsewhere 
throughout the state.

Mobile, Ala., November 283.—J. E. Black- 
burn, state dairy food commissioner of 
Columbus, Ohio, will locate a truck and 
fruit colony of Ohio farmers on a 5,000- 
acre track he has purchased at Theodore, 
Ala.

HAT chance has Bobbie Walthour 
in the New York six-day race? | 


The question is being asked 
throughout the city every hour of the 
day now since it has ben learned that 
Walthour is to be a competitor wita Nat 
Butler as a mate. Butler evidently feels 
himself safe in taking Walthour. The 
Bostonian threw over Turville rather 
suddenly to take on Walthour and Tur- 
ville had had the advantage or steady, 
consistent training. Walthour has really 
had but little preparation for the great 
racé and ae has but four days more in 
Atlanta in which to prepare. The cham- 
pion has prepared for 5-mile motor-paced 
heat races, but that-is far from the 
training for six-day contests. Owing to 
his broken collar bone Walthour’s in- 
tended preparation was cut very short. 

Yet tt is barely possible that Walthour 
may do even better than some of tne 
riders who have trained to the racing 
point by weeks of hard work. Frank 
Shorland, the greatest twenty-four-hour 
race winner the world ever knew, holder 
of the Cuco Cocoa cup in England for 
year after year, always trained down fine 
for a race and then knocked off some 
time before the race. Shorland averred 
taat he never enjoyed life as much as 
for the week previous to the big race in 
which he always started with his condi- 
tion knocked into a cocked hat. In this 
out of shape condition Shoerland rode him- 
self again into riding condition and at 
twelve hours he was the best man in the 
race, coming stronger and stronger to- 
ward the finish when all Other riders 
were giving out. Walthour may be de- 
pending upon Butler for the early part 
of the race, and if so the champion will 
whip himséif into shape in tae middle of 
the week, just as he did last year, for at 
the close then he was by far the best 
man. Yet few would have given Wal- 
thour the victory at the start, and especi-

ally those wno watched his rather light 
road’ work in Atlanta. 

The progress of Maya and McFarland 
in the race as compared to Walthour and 
Butler will be watched with much in- 
terest by all. No team ever trained more 
faithfully than Maya and McFarland. 
Both are in the very finest possible shape. 
They may be too fine according to the 
critics, and if so they may go wrong to- 
ward the close of the week and lose out 
on that account. Butler, mate of Wal- 
thour, has trained as hard as this pair, 
but he has a mate prepared to take most 
of the work for the early part of the race 
to get himeelf in shape for tae finish, 
when Butler will be ready to take up all 
the work and with his superb condition 
keep the other riders going strong. 

But there is one point against Walthour. 
That is seat soreness. The trio of riders, 
Maya, McFarland and Butler, have 
trained hard to tougaen their seats and 
will be all right in this respect. It takes 
time to do the work and Walthour has 
been very little in the saddle compara- 
tively. for months. Maya, McFarland and 
Butler have ridden at the least 50 miles 
a day for the last six weeks, or ever 
since they came to Atlanta. Walthour 
has missed one-aalf of the days riding, 
and when he has ridden has gone seldom 
more than 10 miles. He may get very 
seat sore, and should thig be the case the 
Atlantan will suffer tortures for several 
days of the race. Seat soreness has made 
many a man withdraw from the contest. 

It wil] taus be seen that Walthour out 
of six-day-riding shape may find the big 
race his Waterloo. The champion is a 
great and resourceful rider and he has 
given cycledom more and greater sur- 
prises even than that which he is likely 
to give in this great international strug- 

le. Atlanta will pin its faith to ‘aim, 

nowing that Bobbie would hardly enter 
pan — unless he thought it possible to 
win out.

BEN NALLEY GOES TO REST. 


Famous Georgia Athlete Was 
Death Throes While His Team 
Was Defeating Auburn. 

Rufus B. Nalley, who was, perhaps, the 
most famous athlete ever graduated from 
the University of Georgia, died at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning at St. Joseph 
infirmary from acute Bright’s disease. 

“Ben” Nalley, as he was familiarly 
known among the college men of his 
time, and these who have followed him, 
was born in Villa Rica, and was 22 years 
old at the time of his death. He was 
graduated from the engineering depart- 
ment of the university in 1898, and has, 
since that time, conducted an engineering 
office in this city in connection with his 
brother. He is survived by his wife, who 
was Miss Daisey Hudson, of Athens. The 
body was sent yesterday afternoon to 
Villa Rica, where the funeral services 
will be held today. 

When at the university Ben Nalley took 
a leading part in all athletic events. He 
was nalf back on the football eleven for 
four years, and catcher on the baseball 
team. He played in the line in 1892 on the 
team the college ever turned 
out. He achieved his greatest distinc- 
tion in the Auburn game in 1896 when he

TAKING SHAPE 


Excellent Progress Made 
Setting Frames of the Cup 
Challenger. 


London, November 28,—Excellent prog- 
ress is being made in settling the frames 
of Shamrock III, and making ready for 
running the lead keel. 

It is learned that the same plan of 
bringing the midship frames right down 
outside the lead of the keel, as adopted in 
the cage of the Shamrock II, will be fol- 
lowed in the new challenger. William 
Fife considers that stringing lead ballast 
inside the frames in this fashion permits 
the use of lighter frames than when the 
lead is’ belted outside in the usual man- 
ner. 

In order to obviate the possibility of 
warping the steel frames by the heat of 
a large amount of molten lead, the bal- 
last will be run in quantities of about a 
ton daily. 

The quantity of lead to be used is larger 
than that of any previous challenger, 
giving further proof that the new boat 
will have an extremely large displace- 
ment. . From the setting of the frames of 
Shamrock III it is apparent that another 
novelty is to be introduced. Instead of a 
level draught the whole length of the 
Keel, the challenger will have a decided 
drawing, considerably more aft than at 
the fcrward end of the lead.

New York, November 28.—Prices of 
stocks closed today considerably higher 
than on Wednesday, in spite of some 
rather unfavorable developments and the 
continuance of some apprehension over 
monetary conditions.

The 
attendance at the board was small, many 
brokers having left the city on Werines- 
day evening to stay over tne end of the 
week. It wus regarded as a favorable in- 
cident that the day passed without any 
additiona: pronouncement of hostility on 
the part of either side to the controversy 
for control of Colorado Fuel. The most 
notable demonstraiion of the day was in 
Louisville and Nashville, which was lift- 
ed neariy 7 points, carrying with it South- 
ern Railway and lilinvis Central in sym- 
pathy.
